Case For Daydreaming 


Americans don't doenough daydreaming, says 
a University of Iowa psychologist, and our 
imaginations are the worse for it 


“ Positive 
fantasies," 
says 
Dr. 
Kathleen 
Staley, "make us feel good about ourselves, add 
to our personal growth and enrich our capacity 
of creative work." 


Obviously, what she has in mind is not mere 
mental loafing or the kind of fantasizing that 
becomes a substitute for reality, but creative 
woolgathering — as engaged in by Isaac Newton 
when he sat down under the apple tree, or by 
young Christopher Columbus as he watched the 
masts of ships disappear behind the curve of the 
horizon, or by Wilbur and Orville Wright as they 


observed the flight of birds. 
Unfortunately, she says, daydreaming is on 
the way out because people believe it’s a waste of 
time, because we are bombarded with factual 
information and because of “ canned fantasy.” 
We think she is much too pessimistic. 
A 
few 
people 
have 
always 
thought 
daydreaming was a waste of time, and factual 
information is the very stuff of which all 
productive daydreaming is spun. 
As for “ canned fantasy,” every generation 
seems to have its own, whether it is television, 
movies, cheap novels or traveling storytellers. 
No, daydreaming will always be popular. If the 
day ever comes when it isn’t, a lot of the impetus 
for what we call progress will have vanished.

So interesting, we think, that this is one thicket 
the law had best not plunge into — not because 
this kind of advertising cannot be misleading but 
Unnatural Wonders

Canyon,

probably the world’s greatest natural wonder, is 
becoming a victim of its own spectacular beauty. 
In the 1960s, two million people visited the 
Grand Canyon in a normal year. Today, the 
figure is three million, with 30,000 vicitors a day 
jamming the more accessible South Rim during 
the peak summer period. But even remote areas 
of the park, such as the canyon floor and trail to 
and from it, are witnessing a human traffic jam 
In fact, so bas has the wear and tear on the trails 
become that the National Park Service is 
reportedly considering the use of “ artificial 


trails.” These would be made of plastics that 
look just as natural as natural trails but wear 
much better 
What next — a touch-up job on the Painted 
Desert? Concrete supports for the decaying 
American Falls at Niagara? Plastic stalagtites 
at Carlsbad Cavern or Mammoth Cave that 
curious humans can touch without harming? 
Exaggerations, perhaps But we do seem to be 
caught up in a paradox of our own making: The 
mor people are able to visit natural attractions 
which once were reserved for the wealthy few, 
the less natural become the environments sur­ 
rounding the attractions.

Will Durant advised people to 
eat less and walk more . . . a 
wise suggestion, particularly 
for the obese. I am appalled at 
the lack of knowledge about 
nutrition that I sometimes run 
into, particularly 
when one 
realizes the wealth of available 
information. 
A good source is your local 
home extension agency which 
can be found in your phone book 
or by asking the information 
operator 
Their booklets are 
free of charge and cover not 
only nutrition but provide all 
sorts of information on a 
variety of subjects. They will 
supply a list of the booklets 
available when requested 
Many packaged foods now 
carry nutrition labeling. Where 
this is not available, write 
directly to the manufacturer. 
The address is listed on the 
label 
and 
most 
large food 
companies 
will 
provide 
nutrition information about 
their products. A caution is in 
order: Where the label reads 
“ fat" or “ vegetable fat or oil,” 
it is more often than not coconut 
or palm oil, both of which are 
higher in cholestérol than 
buUerfat 
Diabetics or those preparing 
meals for diabetics are often 
frustrated and find it difficult to 
prepare tempting and a t­ 
tractive dishes They may be 
able to get the help they need in 
the 
cookbook.

Most Dangerous Branch

WASHINGTON - Now and 
then a book comes along, so 
stunning in its impect upon 
society that it finds its own 
place in the political and social 
history of a period Such a book 
has just come to hand It is 
Raoul Berger’s "Government 
by Judiciary.” 
In bell-like tones that ring 
with a scholar's authority, 
Berger exposes and denounces 
the trend 
toward judicial 
usurpation of political power 
He charges the Warren Court 
with effectively amending the 
Constitution in the school 
segregation and reapportion­ 
ment cases He concludes with 
a fervent plea for a turning 
back to old principles of judicial 
restraint 
In one sense, there is nothing 
much here that is new. Twenty 
years ago, at the peak of con­ 
troversy 
over BRO W N 
v. 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, hun 
dreds 
of Southern 
lawyers, 
scores of Southern editors, and 
even one Southern justice, 
James Byrnes of South Caro­ 
lina, said very much the same 
things 
Dozens of pamphlets 
appeared, 
expounding 
the 
intention of the framers of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. In 
1957, I myself wrote a book, 
“ The 
Sovereign 
States," 
arguing the very case that 
Berger argues now 
OUR D IX IE fulminations fell 
upon deaf ears. In those days it 
was automatically assumed 
that any Southerner who at­ 
tacked the Court was not truly 
opposed 
to 
usurpation 
of 
power: he was opposed only to 
integration of schools 
No such taint attaches to Bor- 


ger Born in Russia in 1901, he 
came to the United States and 
was 6naturalized as a child He 
took up the study of the violin 
with such skill that in his 
twenties he soloed with the 
Cleveland 
Orchestra 
and 
became assistant 
concert- 
master in Cincinnati. Then he 
turned to the law and fashioned 
a brilliant second career in both 
federal service and private 
practice In 1970, he went to 
Harvard as a Senior Fellow in 
American legal history. 
He 
gained national attention in 
1974 as a leading authority on 
presidential impeachment 
“ Government by Judiciary” 
crowns Professor Berger’s dis­ 
tinguished career It is not the 
easiest reading of the autumn 
Freighted with 1,600 footnotes, 
the text does not race, but 
rather chugs to its inevitable 
conclusion. 
The 
railroad 
metaphor is not bad Berger’s 
thesis cannot be sidetracked, 
he gathers momentum as he 
goes along; and his scholarship 
packs the massive authority of 
a locomotive. 
Berger is not the first legal 
historian to sift the debates of 
the 39th Congress, searching 
for the meaning of the Recon­ 
struction Amendments, but his 
meticulous examination of the 
evidence stands in a class by 
itself. Neither is he the first law 
professor to emphasize the im­ 
portance of determining the 
“ intention of the framers.” A 
century ago, Thomas McIntyre 
Cooley of 
Michigan 
termed 
intention “ the very polestar” of 
constitutional construction 
Berger's gift is to bring it all 
together He finds "no trace of 
an intention" in the records of 
the 39th Congress to indicate 


that the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment was intended to encroach 
upon state control of schools 
and suffrage Members of the 
Warren majority, in his view, 
simply imposed their own no­ 
tions of decency and fairness 
upon the Constitution 
Earl 
Warren himself did not merely 
“ shape” the law: “ He upended 
it ; he revised the Fourteenth 
Amendment to mean exactly 
the opposite of w hat its framers 
designed it to mean.” 
"W H EN THE JU D IC IA R Y 
substitutes 
its 
own 
value 
choices for those of the people,” 
says Berger, "it subverts the 
Constitution by usurpation of 
power.” He poses a sobering 
question “ How long can public 
respect for the Court, on which 
its power ultimately depends, 
survive if the people become 
aware that the tribunal which 
condemns the acts of others as 
unconstitutional is itself acting 
unconstitutionally?” 
It is too late, Berger con­ 
cedes, to roll back the segrega­ 
tion decisions. “ That is more 
than the courts should under­ 
take and more, I believe, than 
the American people would 
desire." But he pleads for a 
fresh start: The judges might 
begin by curbing their reach for 
still 
more 
policymaking 
power.” 
“ I assert the right,” says 
Berger, “ to look at the Consti­ 
tution itself, stripped of judicial 
incrustations, as the index of 
constitutional law and to affirm 
that the Supreme Court has no 
authority to substitute an 
‘unwritten Constitution’ for the

Canal Up To Carter 


WASHINGTON — (N EA ) - 
Unless President Carter learns 
to distinguish the symptoms 
from the disease, his ailing 
Panama Canal treaties are 
going to die on the operating 
table of the United 
States 
Senate. 
For starters, the President 
had better find a more sensitive 
diagnostician than 
Hamilton 
Jordan, who seems to have a 
grossly oversimplified notion of 
what is bothering the Senate 
about the canal pacts. 
“ Some of these bastards 
don’t have the spine not to vote 
their mail. If you change your 
mail, you change their mind,” 
Jordan said recently, according 
to the New York Times. 
Needless to mention, his 
analysis did not sit well with 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee who must 
cast the first votes on Carter’s 
treaties. 
It is not the avalanche of ad­ 
verse mail which has jeopard­ 
ized the canal pact on Capitol 
Hill, but rather the deep-seated 
and widespread public opposi­ 
tion to the treaties which W h 
the mail and the opinion polls 
reflect. 
Carter and his Georgia mafia 
may have forgotten the lessons 
of the past decade, if indeed 
they ever learned them. But 
there are others who have not. 
“ In a democracy, any policy 
that, over the long term, in­ 
volves substantial risk must 
have the support of the Amer­ 
ican people, ’ former Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger told 
the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee. 
“ No president, no Congress 
can pursue a matter of public 
policy very long without the 
support of the people,” echoed 
Kissinger’s predecessor, Dean 
Rusk. 
Thev ought to know, if anyone

should. And there was not a 
senator in the hearing room 
who did not shiver slightly at 
the ghosts of Vietnam as 
Kissinger and Rusk delivered 
their warnings. 
As it happens, both men 
vigourously support the pro­ 
posed Panama Canal treaties 
— and the fear of another Viet­ 
nam is very much a part of 
their reasoning. 
Without a new treaty, Kissin­ 
ger warned, 
it 
is almost 
inevitable that the United 
States will have to resort to 
force to keep the canal open. 
“ In five years or so, our forces 
there are likely to be facing 
guerrilla action,” he predicted 
primly. 
There is, of course, no 
guarantee that ratification of 
the treaties will forever remove 
the need for armed U.S. inter­ 
vention 
to 
maintain 
the 
neutrality of the canal. 
But as Kissinger and Rusk 
noted, 
the 
treaties 
would 
provide 
legal 
and 
moral 
justification for such action — 
not just to other nations, but to 
our own. 
‘The American people will be 
comfortable only if they per­ 
ceive the use of force to have 
some legal and moral basis,” 
Kissinger said. 
Members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee were 
deeply impressed by Rusk and 
Kissinger, calling their testi­ 
mony “ the most persuasive 
yet” in support of the canal 
treaties. 
But the most crucial advice 


the two former secretaries of 
state had to offer was directed 
not at the Senate, but at Carter: 
“ Public opinion must be won 
over.” 
"No one can do it except the 
President,” said Kissinger. "It 
is not enough to answer an 
occasional question at a press 
conference, or to send adminis­ 
tration officials to the Hill for 
occasional testimony.” 
Jordan can generate all the 
pro-treaty mail in the world 
without changing a single sena­ 
torial vote. If Carter really 
wants those treaties ratified, he 
must personally assume the re­ 
sponsibility for convincing the

Millions of people go for a 
yearly checkup to their doctor 
or various institutions 
I ’m 


afraid many of these are 
either too perfunctory or too 
elaborate You would render a 
real service to these millions 
if you would let them know 
what 
you 
consider 
a 


meaningful checkup 
Being 


one of the vast number. I 
thank you 
DEAR READ ER - Many 


scientific articles question the 
value of an annual examina­ 
tion. Their value lies in the 
adequacy of the examination 
and the doctor’s use of it to 
help you with a preventive 
medicine program plus your 
willingness as a patient to 
follow his advice The latter 
often limits its usefulness. 


My remarks here are 


directed 
toward 
adult 


patients. I assume the doctor 
has all the past history and 
knows any medical com­ 
plaints you have. Beyond that 
it is an important time to 
review your living habits as 
they have such an impact on 
the important illnesses. That 
means a review of your habits 
in terms of smoking, con­ 
sumption of alcohol, coffee 
and other beverages, exer­ 
cise, sleep and tendency to use 
medications 
Im p ortant 
medical 


problems that can benefit 
from early detection or 
prevention include heart and 
vascular diseases (including 
strokes), cancer, diabetes, 
liver disease and emphysema 
of the lungs. An important tool 
to accomplish this is the an­ 
nual examination 
The physical examination 


should include observation of 
the amount of body fat under 
the skin You can tell too, and 
it is important 
The blood 


pressure (a risk factor in 
heart attacks and strokes) 
should be measured and if on 
the high side something 
should be done — usually in 


the patient s lifestyle to im­ 
prove it A rectal examination 
with a finger is a must for all 
over 35. This will include a 
prostate examination in men. 
After all, cancer of the colon 
and rectum is the second most 
common cause of cancer 
deaths in both sexes and 
prostate cancer is the third 
most common cause in men 
A pelvic examination with a 
Pap test (in those no longer 
virginal) and breast examina­ 
tion should be done in all adult 
women for similar reasons. 
A blood test should include 
measurement of hemoglobin 
for screening for an anemia, a 
white cell count to detect 
evidence of infection or 
l e u k e m i c 
d i s o r d e r s , 
cholesterol 
(another major 
risk factor for vascular dis­ 
ease), a 2-hour after eating 
blood glucose as a diabetes 
screen, one test of liver func­ 
tion (an enzyme or other). 
A chest X ray will help in 
the early diagnosis of lung 
cancer (the leading cause of 
cancer deaths) and provide in­ 
formation on other diseases. 
An electrocardiogram should 
be done at least once in 
everyone age 35 or over. It 
makes a good base line if you 
have trouble later. A routine 
urinalysis screens for kidney 
disorders 
There are other things that 
can be done and some tests 
that could be substituted for 
these. But if you are in­ 
terested in preventing or ear­ 
ly detection of the big ones 
these are the main deter­ 
minations that should be part 
of the annual examination I 
have dealt with the annual 
examination in greater detail 
in The Health Letter number 
10-2, Your Valuable Medical 
Examination, which I am send­ 
ing you

I)E AK ANN LAN D ERS: Last 
year my mother bought a 
Ricinus 
Communis 
plant, 
commonly known as the castor 
oil plant. The salesperson 
assured 
her 
it 
was 
not 
poisonous. My three-year-old 
brother ate the large seeds off 
the plant and died. Mother went 
to pieces after 
my 
little 
brother’s death and has been 
under psychiatric care ever 
since. 
Because of this tragedy I 
have done a lot of research on 
plants and was shocked to learn 
that there are a lot of poisonous 
plants in homes with small 
children. Unfortunately, many 
plant shops employ people who 
are uninformed So, will you 
please warn your readers to 
check with a knowledgeable 
horticulturist or with a poison 
control center before they buy a 
house plant0 I wish my mother 
had. 
The following ARE poisonous 
if eaten in large amounts and 
will result in death: 
The berries of the daphne 
plant. 
The bulb of the hyacinth 
plant. 
The leaves and branches of 
the oleander. 
The green berries of the red 
sage plant. 
Any and all parts of the 
rhododendron plant. 
The berries and foliage of the 
yew plant.
